who threatened her life. She came 
to Chicago the first of last month to 
carry on the work which she had ac- 
quired fame for doing in London.

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THE LIGHTNING MAIL. 


The Pacific i= Ten Days 
and the United States ia Three 


Days. 

The mail from China and Japan, 
which left Yokohama Amgust 19, wes 
safely delivered on the ‘steamship 
City of New York on time, and so far 
was a complete success. But accord- 
ing to the telegrams of yesterday the 
experiment failed at the last station 
by the blundering British mail offi- 
cials at Queenstown, whose stupidity 
was in striking contrast with the ‘‘cer- 
tainty, celerity and security“ called for 
in our mail contracts and executed by 
our postal officials on this occasion, as 
shown by the followingaccount: The 
details are as interesting as those of 
Sheridan’s ride. 

On August 29 the Empress of Japan 
arrived in Victoria, British Columbia. 
Here a Special train furnished by the 
Canadian Pacitic took the mail bags, 
eighteen in number, twelve for Eng- 
land and six for New Y ork, and started 
on a record-breakng ride across the 
continent. Assistant Superintendent 
Bradley, Tuesday, went upto Brock- 
ville, just across the St. Lawrence, on 
the Canadian side. 
York, is just across the riveron our 
side, and Superintendent Voorhees, 
of the New York Central Railroad, 
had arranged to have a special train, 
composed of one baggage car, coach 
and engine, ready at Morristown to 
bring the mails to New York city. 
Superintendent Jackson, of the Rail- 


way Mail Service, had arranged for 
two trucks to be at the Grand Central 


depot to meet the special and transfer |} 


the mail bags to the steamer, lying at 
her dock in the North River. 

She was to sailat5 o’clock in the 
morning. Could connection be made? 
At noon Tuesday Mr. Bradley tele- 
graphed from Brockyille to his chief 
that the Canadian Pacific special was 
400 miles away, at Cartier, and two 
hours late. At 2:16 Pp. u. another tel- 
egram was received, saying that the 
train was then but 300 miles away. 
Every second was now valuable’ At 
6:18 the special passed Chalk river, 
143 miles from Brockville, at fifty-five 
miles an hour. At8o’clock the spe- 
cial made her last stop before reach- 
ing Brockyille. She had made the 
previous seventy-four miles in ninety- 
three minutes, including 12 minutes 
for stop. The last thirteen miles had 
been covered in eleven minutes. 

Down she came ata dash the re- 
maining sixty-one miles to Brockville, 


yand arrived at the depot, panting and 


puffing, having crossed the continent 
in three days. She arrived at Brock- 
ville at 9:20. The mail bags were at 
once hauled out, taken across the 
ferry, and put on the special provided 
by the Grand Central people at Mor- 
ristown. At 9:45, the train started, 
and came through with a bang to New 
York, arriving there at 4:43. 

From Utica to Albany, 95 miles, 
was made in ninety minutes; from 
Utica to Hoffman’s Ferry, 68‘, miles, 
in 61 minutes; from Poughkeepsie to 
Cold Springs, 21 miles, in 20 minutes; 
from Croton to Yonkers, 19 miles, in 
16 minutes. Quicker than a_ flash 
of ligntning, Assistant Superintendent 
Bradley, who had come on the special, 
had the twelve foreign mail bags 
dumped into the truck, and, jumping 
in, had the driver whip his horses into 
a breakneck speed through the streets.
